SAN FRANCISCO. (IP )—Destroyers prowled through 
Pacific waters today, extra guards ringed navy yards, one 
Japanese-owned tun clipper was seized and federal agents 
raided the Japanese liner Tatsuta Maru, in what was de¬ 
scribed authoritatively as a widespread anti-espionage drive. 

Reports published in San Francisco claimed U. S. cus¬ 
toms agents boarded the Tatsuta Maru yesterday and seized 
a sheaf of Orient-bound letters reportedly linked with a 

^coastwise espionage plot. 

The government men acted in 
secrecy, but it was understood the 
letters related to operations and 
activity at the Bremerton Navy 
Yard at Puget Sound. The letters 
supposedly had been forwarded to 
San Francisco from Seattle, and 
had been intrusted to an unidenti¬ 
fied person aboard the vessel. 
PATROL COAST 
Fleet destroyers continued patrol 
off San Diego and San Pedro, 
while Mare Island navy yard at 
San Francisco was ringed with ex¬ 
tra guards. 

Seizure of a 100-foot tuna clip¬ 
per, Nancy Hanks, registered to 
an American-born Japanese, was 
followed by an announcement from 
federal officials at Los Angeles 
that another, and possibly five 
more boats suspected of Japanese 
ownership, would be detained. 

They alleged the Nancy Hanks 
actually was owned by Y. Suzuki, 
Japanese subject, although flying 
the American flag and entering 
port duty free for more than five 
years. 

A libel-in-admiralty action, filed 
against the clipper, would allow its 
sale for damages, if upheld. Nearly 
$1,000,000 in unpaid duties are in-

SHANGHAI. (TPi Japanese to¬ 
night announced that Hangchow, 
rich Chinese seaport and capital 
of Chekiang province 100 miles 
south of Shanghai, was captured 
today by troops simultaneously 
entering all the city’s gates. 

Fall of the city to invaders who 
have overrun thousands of square 
miles of territory came as United 
States authorities made strong 
representations to Japanese over 
a reported insult to the American 
flag at Wuhu, Dec. 13.

VATICAN CITY.—Pope Pius, in 
reply today to Cardinal’s (Thrist- 
ma.s greetings, deplored religious 
persecution in Germany and de¬ 
fended the church against accusa¬ 
tions of "playing politics.” 

A semi-official summary of the 
pontiff’s remarks said: After 

thanking the cardinals for their 
good wishes, the Holy Father said 
he wished to add two precise 
words of fact and of principle. 

"The word of fact consisted of 
affirming that real religious per¬ 
secution exists in Germany and 
declaring that one wished he might 
say otherwi.se. 

"The word of principle consisted 
of denying the accusation made 
against the church that it is not 
doing its religious duties, but is 
playing politics. 

The ceremonie.s in concistorial 
hall were attended by 29 cardi¬ 
nals. Christmas greetings to the 
Pope were read by Cardinal Pigna- 
telli di Belmonte.

PRESCOTT, Ariz. (A>)—Rafael

First, notify Robert J. Clay, 
head of the Orange County Unem¬ 
ployment Reserves Commission, 
you are without work and then 
register with Ray Ferguson of the 
Orange County State Employment 
Service for the purpose of getting 
employment. 

Both these transactions will be 
necessary after Jan. 1, 1938 if you 
expect to receive unemployment 
compensation. 

The California State Employ¬ 
ment Service, which has been es¬ 
tablished for some years, has been 
put into operation on the theory 
that as many workers as possible 
in California should be gainfully 
employed, thereby maintaining the 
purchasing power of the state’s 
j working population. 

It is also the wish of the state 
that a reasonable weekly amount 
of money go to the worker who, 
through no fault of his own, some 
day finds himself unemployed and 
without finances to tide him over 
until the next job. This is the ob¬ 
jective of the Unemployment Re¬ 
serves Commission office which 
will officially open here Jan. 1.

The weather was 
clear and there was "good vis¬ 
ibility,” he noted. 

His report, giving the first of¬ 
ficial eye-witness account of the 
bombing that has strained rela¬ 
tions with Japan, was made pub¬ 
lic by the navy department after 
having been read by President 
Roosevelt and Secretary Hull. 
SENT TO TOKYO 
Its content already has been 
sent to Ambassador Grew at Tok¬ 
yo to bolster the American de¬ 
mand for apologies. Indemnities 
and guarantees. 

Hughes related: 

1. Three hours before the first 
unexpected aerial onslaught by 
two naval planes, the Panay was 
boarded by a Japanese army who 
vainly sought Information on the 
movements of Chinese troops.

Dr. Harold Ulrik Svedrup, di¬ 
rector of the Univer.sity of Cali¬ 
fornia's Scripps Institution of 
Oceonography, La Jolla, today an¬ 
nounced the acceptance of the in 
stitution's new vessel, which he 
said probably would be named the 
"E. W. Scripps." 

Scripps died in the spring of 
1926, as he was cruising aboard 
his yacht, "Ohio," off the coast of 
Liberia. According to his wish, he 
was buried at sea. 

From a humble beginning as edi¬ 
tor of the Penny Press, which he 
founded in Cleveland, Ohio, in 
1878, and from which he drew a 
salary of $12 a week, Scripps 
founded over 30 newspapers, and 
amassed a fortune exceeding 
$50,000,000. 

He founded the Scripps-McRae 
chaiiT of papers, later the Scripps- 
Howard Newspapers, the NEA 
Service, Inc., Allied Newspapers, 
Inc., and the United Press asso¬ 
ciation. 

His endowments to scientific 
organizations totaled millions. In 
1904 he gave his yacht "Loma" to 
the Scripps Institution, and since 
that time his entire family has 
been wrapped in the .success of the 
venture. The institution was 
turned over to the University of 
California in 1912. 


LONG BEACH. (/P)—Holders of 
j 16 parcels of land in Los Angeles 
county were awarded $281,334 
damages from the Los Angeles 
bureau of power and light in a de¬ 
cision handed down by Superior 
Judge Percy Hight.

Strange as it seems, this im¬ 
mortal Christmas poem, “A Visit 
From St. Nicholas,” was written 
by Clement C. Moore, a student 


of classical literature who for sev¬ 
eral years denied that he wrote it 
because he feared it might detract 
from his reputation, and was 
written about a real person, a 
fourth century bishop who spent 
nine Christnuises in prison! 

Santa Claus—Dutch corruption 
of the name, St. Nicholas — was 
born in Parara, a city of Lycia, 
Asia Minor. While most of his 
life is enveloped in legend, it is 
known that he became at an early 



age an abbott and subsequently 
was elected an arch-bishop of the 
metropolitan church of Myra. This 
was in the time of the despotic 
Emperor Diocletian, under whom 
St. Nicholas was tortured and im¬ 
prisoned in 303 during his perse¬ 
cution of Christians. “Santa” lay 
in prison for nine years until, in 
313, Emperor Constantine paved 
the way for the downfall of 
paganism in the Roman Empire 
by releasing all imprisoned Chris¬ 
tians.

Whose Fault? 

In the present national campaign to reduce traffic 
deaths, more emphasis should be laid on education of the 
pedestrian. 

A great many fatalities are the fault of the driver— 
but others are the fault of the man who is crossing the 
street, or walking along the road. 

The pedestrian should be taught that there is often a 
point of invisibility in which a dark-clothed person can 
stand amid the confusing glare of oncoming lights and 
the glitter of wet pavement and yet be unseen by the most 
careful motorist. 

It is because of this point of invisibility that we have 
our rules calling for crossing only at regular intersec¬ 
tions. The great majority of motorists and pedestrians 
alike respect these intersections—that is why in many 
cases where pedestrians are killed, the victim has been 
struck down crossing in the middle of the block, where 
the motorist did not expect to find him. 

Undoubtedly, the greatest factor in traffic deaths is 
the careless motorist. But the percentage of casualties 
could be cut down by eliminating the careless pedestrian 
as well.

Yes, It Is Not 

There are many horrible aspects of modern warfare, 
but none more cold-bloodedly brutal than the race to be 
first to kill 100 enemy soldiers, a race between two Japa¬ 
nese sub-lieutenants, and concerning which “box scores” 
have been coming quite regularly over the news wires. 

A recent spore was 68 to 79, or some such figpire. 
Thus enumerating the victims, the war office propagan¬ 
dists are defeating their own purpose, for 68 or 79 per¬ 
sonally-killed corpses—even though they be petor Chinese 
coolies—is a lot more horrible staring out of the printed 
page than an impersonal “thousands killed in great 
battle.” 

The expert and personal death dealers, if they are to 
go on to a logical end, must soon start scalping their 
victims, or grouping them under headings as “soldiers,” 
“non-combatants,” “women,” “children” and “very young 
babies.”
